There  has  been  a  tendency  to  flooding  of  the 
basc'.'’ert3  at  To  ns  miid  during  excessive  storms;  but  on  the  Council 
laying  a  sixty  ycird  section  of  new  sewer  at  the  rear  of  Tryn  I.ane 
and  ..lill  Lane,  so  as  to  link  up  tv/o  sewers  in  the  respective  streets,

The  sewerage  system  of  the  town  is  being  considerably  strained  since 
the  nevy  housing  scheme  has  been  connected  to  it,  and  the  time  has 
now  come  when  considerable  modern! sE'.t ion  of  the  present  system  must 
be  considered,  so  as  to  effectively  deal  with  future  developments  of 
the  tovm  in  the  direction  of  siaes  nyfryd, 

housing..  No  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  althou';'h  the 
demand  for  accommodation  is  still  very  high.  Two  old  cotta.ges  in 
Nev,  S)treet  were  repaired  under  civil  building  licences,  and  are  nov/ 
occupied  by  elderly  folk, 

T  e  Council  deem  it  still  unwise  to  embark  on  a  further  scheme  of 
building,  until  the  water  position  becomes  more  stabilised,  as  the 
town  is  still  awaiting  to  be  linked  up  wit’'i  the  County  Coi-ncil  Jeheme, 

Nuisances ,  dixty-two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year, 
respecting  miscellaneous  complaints  under  the  Tublic  Health  Act.  One 
statutory  notice  as  served  and  complied  with;  and  informal  action 
only  v/as  necessary  to  abate  all  other  nuisances, 

bhor>s .  Inspection  of  shops  './as  carried  out  periodically,  and  one 
multiple  store,  on  informal  action,  provided  separate  sanita,ry 
accommodation,  for  both  sexes  of  employees,  to.gether  with  amlequate 
washing  facilities,  o/nd  meoH  room  accommodation. 

T.,enty  new  covered  bins  were  provided  by  cafes,  restaurants ,  and  shops 
for  the  projier  storage  of  trade  refuse. 

Food  Inspection.  Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  of  all  ?!’ood 
preiriises  and  baker ie..,  and  all  necossaxy  oteps  were  taken  by  the 
occupiers  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  storage 
and  handling  of  food  stuffs. 

There  is  one  re.gistered  manufacturer  of  ice-cream,  and  four  registered 
ice-cream  vendors.  Thirteen  stimples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  xxsalth  laboratory,  and  as  the  season  progressed,  the  provisional 
grading  of  the  ice-cream  improved.
